REGISTER FOR PASSENGERS. 
NEW SANTA FE PROJECT. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 

GALVESTON (Tex.) Dec. 18.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] The general mana- 
ger’s offices of the Santa Fé railway 
system, located here, has been fur- 
nished with a passenger-registering 
arrangement devised by Crumely & 
Crumely of Dallas, Tex., for use on 
passenger trains. The device consists 
of a registering apparatus located be- 
neath the platform of the coach and 
operated by compressed air which is 
from the same source as that used by 
the airbrakes.

HARRIMAN’S GREAT SYSTEM. 
POLICIES FOR NEXT YEAR. 


DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—fExclusive 
Dispatch.] According to the best au- 
thorities the policies of two great Har- 
riman systems for the calendar year 
1904 are now fairly well defiged. The 
most striking characteristic of the two 
policies is their conservatism in the 
matter of, new undertakings. 

The Southern Pacific has spent dur- 
ing the past three years well over $50,- 
000,000 on improvements properly 
chargeable to the capital account. The 
Union Pacific, all lines, has spent 
about $40,000,000, part of which has 
been funded under the convertible and 
Oregon Short Line mortgages. It ap- 
pears that the apparent check in the 
progressive policy of these two roads 
will now afford opportunity to 
bring the financing of these tremen- 
dous operations up to requirements. 

It is worth while noting carefully the 
deferred assets and one item of cur- 
rent Nabilities in the Union Pacific 
balance sheet, all of which manifestly 
represent necessary financing. The fol- 
lowing list is fairly comprehensive: 
Loans to Southern Pacific, $15,496,119; 
advances to new lines, $7,366.565: ad- 
vances for steamships, 895: total, 
$26,562,579. These items are free assets. 
On the Habilities side, they are repre- 
sented in one item of $14,250,000 loans 
and bills payable, most of which went 
to the Southern Pacific. 

The items of “advances” represent 
the cost of 442.20 miles of new road, 
55.76 miles of siding, 15 freight locomo- 
tives, 11 passenger cars, 300 freight 
cars and two ocean ships, each of 13,500 
tons capacity. It is, of course, impos- 
sible to itemize in detall the work done 
by means of advances to :he Southern 
Pacific.

By the 
use of voting machines, both time 
and money are saved. e votes are 
all counted as soon as the polls close, 
and the returns can be compiled im- 
mediately thereafter. This, in itself, 
ig a strong and unanswerable argu- 
ment in favor of the machines. The 
, long delay and frequent mistakes in 
counting the votes under the present 
system is vexatiogs and tiresome. If 
there were no other argument in 
faver of voting by machinery, this 
one would create a strong public 
opinion in favor of adopting the vot- 
ing machine system. — 

Reports show that wherever voting 
machines have been installed they 
have given satisfaction. In Massa- 
chusetts and New York States they 
have been given very thorough tests, 
and have proved to be thoroughly 
satisfactory. The further and impor- 
tant argument is made in their be- 
half that they reduce the opportuni- 
tles for fraudulent voting to a mini- 
mum; that bribery is made practically 
impossible, and that fraudulent returns 
are made wholly so, as the machines 
insure absolute accuracy in the count. 
Mistakes in voting, such as invalidate

Thus a few imen seemingly ise it 
within their power to prevent the 
building of the Panama Canal: and 
they are threatening to use that power 
for the accomplishment of that pur- 
pose. 

Senator Gorman, in his ill-tempered 
‘and ill-advised barangue before the 
Benate on Thursday, declared among 
other things that his party “could 
take the responsibility and say to the 
administration, without regard to 
party, ‘Congress has directed you to 
do one of two things; to construct 
the canal and do it without delay. 
When you cannot get it at Panama, 


there, and do it at once.’” This is a 
manifest begging of the question. It 
Mr. Gorman and his party wish to 
take the responsibility for this atti- 
tude they can probably do so; but 


will find it the heaviest respons!- 


that their party has taken upon 
itself for more than a generation. It 
is @ responsibility which they will 
find exceedingly grievous before they 
have borne it very long. It is a re- 
sponsibility which the Democratic 


party of the nation will not willingly 


assume,.That party has borne many 
heavy burdens, in the form of un- 
popular issues. This one would be 
“the last straw.” 

The centuries-old dream of a great 
isthmian waterway has never been so 
near to realization as it is today. It 
is sO near to realization, in fact, that 
nothing remains to be done save for 
the Senate to ratify the pending treaty 
between the United States and the 
republic of Panama. It is so near 
that nothing stands in the way of 
the ratification of this treaty save 
the votes of a few Senators. The 
hope of the situation lies in the pos- 
sibility that there may be three or 
four Democratic Senators who will 
have the courage and the manhood, 
as a matter of individual conscience, 
to break away from the caucus rule 
of their party and vote for the treaty. 
This would insure its eventua) rati- 
fication, although the obstructionists 
might delay final action for a con- 
siderable time. 

The talk about: turning to Nica- 
ragua now'is idle and ridiculous. All 
the leading governments of the ciy- 
llized world have recognized the in- 
dependence of the new republic of 
Panama. That republic has fully 


ratified the treaty granting to our 


government all the rights necessary 
for the construction of the canal. 
The best expert engineering opinion 
agrees that the Panama route is the 
better route for the waterway. 
Messrs. Gorman, Hoar and Tillman 
have not yet recognized the inde- 
pendence of the new republic, it is 
true; but as their recognition is the 
only obstacle to the construction of 
the canal, it is barely possible that 
this obstacle can be overcome. 


HY CAPITAL FAVORS’ LOS AN- 
GELES. 


Why is Los Angeles more highly 
favored by capital seeking invest- 
ment than any other city on the 
American continent? The question is 
an easy one to answer. It is  be- 
cause of the fact that the conditions 
of industrial repose which have here 
so long obtained and which, happily, 
are as yet undisturbed, is the greatest 
lodestone in the world for the dollar 
that wants to go to work. Blue skies 
are something, to be sure; fine, fer- 
tile acres have an important bearing: 
irrigation plays its part, and our un- 
equaled climate must be given proper 
credit. But, all these things com- 
bined, and a thousand other natural 
and acquired advantages «with them, 
could never have made Los Angeles 
the city that it is and that it is going 
to be were it not that it has main- 
tained a reputation for industrial re- 
pose that stood as a guarantee to 
vested rights and interests. 

Capital fleeing from San. Francisco, 
Chicago, New York and many an- 
other gtrike-cursed and wunion-ridden 
city turns hopefully to Los Angeles, 
greatly to our ‘good and betterment. 
And, as a result of this, our city Is 
growing with giant strides, and all 
Southern California is growing with 
us. The people of San Francisdo, 
who have long treated as a joke 
boast that Los Angeles would y 
become the metropolis of the Paci 
Coast, become less and less inclin 
to laugh as time goes by. They have 
begun to awaken to the fact that 
capital seeking an outlet on these 
shores is steadily giving this city a 
prefegence because it is safer here, 
because it is free from unwarranted 
dictations here and because it can 
here conduct the business which it 
‘buys and pays for unhampered by ir- 
responsible outside meddlers and pros- 
perity wreckers. 

Is not such a condition of affairs a 
thing for us to take pride in? Is it 
not of the most vital importance to 
us that these conditions be maintained 
and continued? Whoever thinks so let 
him do his share in the duty imposed 
upon us. Stand fast, be vigilant, 
stamp Out the firebrands and squelch 
the meddlers.

PROMPT AND BE FAIR. 

In the matter of street sprinkling 
all concede the urgent necessity for 
it. to relieve the existing annoyance 
and discomfort and the injury to health 
which is Hable to be caused by dusty 
streets, in large sections of the city. 

In this state of the case it is for 
the Council to act promptly in order 
to alleviate the situation. The nul- 
sance should be abated without delay 
and at the same time without injustice 
to any persons or interests concerned. 
Be fair. If the street-railway compa- 
nies are at fault, let them be required 
to do their duty by the city and the 
traveling public. But it is obvious 
that they are not alone to blame. The 
city itself is at fault in the first in- 


istance, for the neon-action that has 


caused the objectionable condition ex- 
isting in this regard. The streets 
should have been and should be sprin- 
kled by the city, and all legal differ- 
énces between the municipality and the 
corporation adjusted afterward. 

But in order to reach just results 
the question of the liability of each 
should be gone into and very carefully 
considered. 

It is a fair question how far the li- 
ability of the rallway corpora- 
tions extends under existing circum- 
stances—how much, if any, they are to 
blame and what proportion of the te- 
tal cost of street sprinkling they should 
justly bear. 

The companies do not alone use the 
tracks; they are used by the general 
public, also, who help to kick up a 
dust trrespective of that raised by the 
passing cars. The dust is a nuisance 
to the railway companies and also an 
injury to their business. What if they 
should ‘“‘come back” upon the city gov- 
ernment to make good for its share in 
raising that dust? It is at least a 
“quien sabe” case. 

It then becomes a serious question 
Whether the y, acting for the genera) 
public, should not bear a large pro- 
portion, if not the greater proportion, 
of the cost of sprinkling the car tracks. 

It might with reason be claimed that 
the city owes something in this re- 
spect, not only to the citizens at large, 
but to those individual citizens who 
are associated together for the pur- 
pose of running street railways, and 


'who have been granted franchises in- 


volving or implying duty of munici- 
pal protection to r etreet-car pa- 
trons. 

It is manifest that the city is, in the 
first instance, responsible for the clean 
and orderly condition of the public 
streets, which are used by the people 
and by street-car companies alike—by 
citizens on foot and likewise in car- 
riages, 

Be fair. Do not drive back meén of 
enterprise who have invested millions 
in Los Angeles street railways and 
in suburban lines, who have milions 
more to invest provided they are treat- 
ed with liberality and justice. Be fair. 

In connection with this street-sprin- 
kling problem, The Times has this fur- 
ther suggestion to offer: Why not 
bring about some compromise between 
the city and the street-car companies 

hereby the municipality shall do a 

are of the work and pay a share ot 
the expense, such as may be equitable? 
It might be a fair proposition for the 
city to furnish the sprinkling apparatus 
and the men to do the work, and the 
railway companies furnish the power 
and sprinkle the whole width of the 
street over which they pass.

Surgeons to Wonder.

BROOKINGS D.) Dec. 18.—Sur- 
prising results have developed at a post 
mortem examination on the body of 
William Allison, 21 years of age, who 
died after ten days’ illness, apparent- 
ly from inflammation of the stomach.

The surgeons 
found a most peculiar displacement of 
| the internal organs. 

The operators found an opening
